that a clear prima facie case of theft 
had been made by thé state of Titineis 
in its demand for the “éxtradition ‘of 
Martin. J.. Insull, Justice Kingstone 
inthe Ontario Supreme court today 
remanded the former Chicago utilities 
magnate. ‘for ;surrender 4o.. United 
States authorities. 
Insull ‘im accused of embezzlement, 
larceny by bailee, and larceny in con- 
nection with the collapse of the Insull 
utilities empire In Chicago with the 
loss of millions of dollars to stock- 
holders. 

Applies for Writ. 
Application for a writ of habeas 
cerpus was filed by Ingull’s defending 
counsel, I. F, Helmuth and J. C. Me- 
Ruer, immediately after Justice King- 
stone read his decision. The applica- 
tion assailed the judgment on technical 
grounds. Arguments on the applica- 
tion were adjourned until next Friday. 
Meanwhile Insull was freed on, $10,000 
bail. This is double the amount of bail 
on which he has been free since his 
sojourn in Canada, . 

The habeas corpus application paves 
the way for a review of the evidence 
and appeal of the judgment. Counsel 
for both sides were closeted with 
Judge H. H. Davis of the Appellate} 
court early this afternoon considering 
the institution of appeal proceedings. 
Under Canadian law Insull has 15 days [| 
in which to file an appeal. 

Insull Silent on Ruling. 

Dressed in a dark suit and with his 
features tense, Insull sat at the back 
of the courtroom with his Chicago 
counsel, E. M. Aaron, listening intently 
to every word of the 17 page. juds- 
ment. He refused to make any com- 
ment on the decision, which defeats 
his battle of more than a year to stay 
out of the hands of American justice. 
Insull sat reading a Bible to himself 
in a low voice as his lawyers present- 
ed their habeas corpus arguments. 

Three charges of theft were involved 
in the extradition “They 
were theft of $342,720 and $66,000 from 
the Middle West Utilities company 
and $104,222 from the Mississippi Val- 
ley Utilities Investment company. In} 
reviewing the financial transactions, 
Justice Kingstone found evidence of 
“ guilty intent” on the part of Insull. 

Finds Deals Unlawful. 

Dealing with the three separate 
charges generally, the position of the 
fugitive may be briefly summarized, 
Justice Kingstone said, as follows: 

“As president of these two invest- 
ment companies, and without the au- 
thority of hia board of directors—in 
the first case himself, and in the other 
two cases with the authority and ap- 
proval of his brother, Samuel [then 
chairman of the board]—he [Martin] 
used large sums of the moneys of 
both. companies to pay private trading 
accounts with Chicago brokerage 
houses. 

“The securities held by these brok- 
erage firms were released and handed 
over to the companies and became 
their property, but névertheless it 
seems to me Clearly a case on the 


funds of the companies without any 
‘color of right.’ 
Finds Transaction Disguised:

To Replace Other Taxes. 


Special taxes which the liquor ex- 
cises are expected to replace are: 
one-half cent a gallon on gasoline and 
5 per céntion dividends, both of which 
expire Jan. 1} a tax on corporations of 
%1 for every $1,000 of capitalization, 
which expires at the end of the pres- 
ent. fiseal year, June 30; and a levy 
of 5 per cent on corporation profits 
in excess of 12% per cent of capital 
structure. This becomes ineffective 
upon the beginning of each corpora- 
tion’s fiscal year following repeal. 

The estimated yield of the special 
gasoline tax is $62,000,000 a year, the 
dividend .tax, $70,000,000, and capital 
stock and excess profits tax combined, 
$80,000,000—a grand total of $212,- 
000,000. Liquor taxes are estimated to 
yield $2650,000,000 to $325,000,000, with 
$300,000,000 the unofficially but most 
generally mentioned figure. From 
these figures it would appear that the 
government stands to gain about $80,- 
000,000. 

liquor will be on sale in these 
states on Tuesday. Arizona, Calffor- 
nia, Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Ulinois, Indiana, Louisiana, Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, Missouri, Montana, 
Nevada, New York, New Jersey, New 
Mexico, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
EKthode Island, South Carolina, Wash- 
ington and Wisconsin. South Caro- 
lina, while not permitting direct sale 
in the state, allows imports from other 
states. Some other states still have 
their own unrepealed dry laws. 

The Webb-Kenyon act of 1913, which 
remains on the statute books after the 
death of the Volstead act, puts on 
Uncle Sam the responsibility of pro- 
tecting dry states from liquor ship- 
ments. 


Lawyer at the Helm. 


A federal alcohol control adminis- 
tration, headed by Joseph H. Choate 
Jr., a New York attorney was set up 
to function until congress passes leg- 
islation for control and the regula- 
tions already drawn may form the 
basis for the laws to come, 


Cenzress,. however, will be con- 
cerned with one important matter 
over which the control administra- 
tion ‘has not jurisdiction—taxes. 

The federal tax on whisky untfi 
changed by congress will be $1.10 a 
100 proof gallon with a $5 tax on im- 
ported spirits. 

The senate finance committee and 
the house ways and means committee 
will begin a joint study of taxation on 
Dec. 11. Many of the members are 
reported to favor a $2.20 levy on whis- 
ky and other distilled spirits.

“Then on Monday I determined 
that a pledge made te myself—and 
also publicly acknowledged—was of 
secondary importance when com- 
pared to the straight-forward truth, 
mo matter how improbable it might 
appear nor how vacillating I might 
myself seem.” 


Her Repudiation Recalled. 


TIt was on Monday that Dr. Wyne- 
Foop's attorney, Frank Tyrrell, an-

The attorney re- 
fused to make public the larger part of 
her message. 

She seemed tireless in filling the 
sheets, notwithstanding a pulse of 96, 
a blood pressure of 220 and a tempera- 
ture of 99.6, according to the jail phy- 
sician, Dr. Francis W. McNamara. 

Dr. McNamara was somewhat 
@larmed about Dr. Wynekoop’s tem- 
perature, saying that although it had 
usually risen every evening since she 
entered the jail, this was the first 
time it had risen in the morning. He 
added, however; that no symptoms had 
yet developed of pneumonia, the dis- 
ease to which her condition is believed 
to have left her susceptible. 

“She has the attributes of chronic 
bronchitis,” said Dr. McNamara. 
“There has been no spread of the 
lung congestion. There is no trace of 
pneumonia so far. Her mental condi- 
tion is clear and bright.”’ 

Last night Dr. Wynekoop was re- 
ported testing comfortably. As to the 
question of whether she will be able to 
appear before Chief Justice Philip L. 
Sullivan of the Criminal court. tomor- 
row for arraignment on a murder 
charge, Dr. McNamara said he could 
make no prediction.

ENDS SELF-RULE;

APPLAUD HITLER 


Give Sympathy to Lion 
and O. K. to Monkeys.

Adolf Hitler got a round of ap- 
plause, the racing monkeys got an 
okay, and the motordrome lion gar- 
nered a lot of sympathy.

“TIT recommend an orderly annual 
naval building ana replacement pro- 
gram which will. shortly’ give this 
country a treaty navy,” he wrote, add- 
ing that a strong American fleet was 
the greatest possible guarantee of 
world peace and domestic security. 

The statement was regarded as of 
particular signifiance because of the 
close control which President Roose- 
velt himself is known to exercise over 
maval policy. 

Taking a slap at Japan’s ambitions 
for naval parity with the United 
States and Great Britain, Secretary 
Gwanson in his report also declared 
fiatly, ‘“‘I believe in the present treaty 
ratios.” 


Strength Seriously Impaired. 

These ratios, set by the London 
naval treaty, assign Japan a navy 
three-fifths the strength of those al- 
jotted to America and England, In- 
cluded in the report \ ere tables show- 
ing that the United States alone of 
these three powers has a program in- 
tended to bring its navy to treaty 
strength. 

“The time has come,” Secretary 
Swanson said, pointing to the naval 
construction in Japan and England, 
“‘when we no longer can afford t 
lead in disarmament by example. 
Other powers have not followed our 
example with the result that the 
United States now findg its relative 
maval strength seriously impaired.”’ 

The secretary urged, however, that 
this country continue to strive ear- 
nestly for world disarmament. Weak- 
ening of America’s condition, the 
secretary said, will not bring that 
end. 

Preserve Peace and Justice, 


“Our weakened position does not 
serve the cause Of pace,’ he told the 
President: “It jeopardizes it, because 
balanced armament fortifies diplomacy 
and is an important element in pre 
serving peace and justice, whereas 
undue weakness invites aggressive, 
war-breeding violation of one’s rights. 


“For us to do less than to build to 
treaty strength is to mislead our 
people as to their own welfare ana 
protection, which is so dependent upon 
the relative strength of our fleet,” he 
cautioned, putting the phrase “ wel- 
fare and protection” in italics. 

The 238 million dollars which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt allocated from the pub- 
lic works fund for construction of 32 
vessels ig only the first step in what 
should be a definite building policy 
looking toward early attainment of 
treaty strength, Secretary Swanson 
said, 

Economy to Build Up Navy. 

Building up of the navy is economt- 
cal, he argued, because the fleet must 
be ready upon the day war is de- 
clared. Battleships laid down during 
a war seldom see action in that war 
end are a wasted expenditure, he said. 

“The nation’s first line of defense 
cannot be improvised over night,” 
Swanson said.

In this movement of recovery certain activities 
will be prominent. One is the modernization of

plant and freedom to compete with the newer 
forms of transport. Their rolling stock must be 
modernized. Already there is promising experiment 
which is adapting the experience of the automvbile 
and the airplane. The new Pullman coach shown 
at A Century of Progress is a step forward and a 
suggestion of what can be accomplished by the 
adoption of new material and design. The new 
passenger car will be lighter in weight, stream 
lined and air conditioned, which means more com 
foi. and more speed. Long overdue improvements 
fn locomotives and freight cars are forthcoming 
The use of electric and other power will accomplish 
economies. There is a tremendous job awaiting 
progressive railway management and fit will 
spread its benefits widely through related indus- 
tries supplying material. Reémployment of labor 
in all these industries is an important benefit in- 
sured. 

Aviation is another field of recovery. The in- 
crease of passenger traffic has been striking in re- 
cent months in spite of the depression. The air- 
plane is in the first stage of its development and 
invention is bringing new improvements constant- 
ly. Airports, beacons, and expanding equipment 
are an increasing stimulant to industry. 

Another field of progress is air conditioning of 
buildings, ships and passenger tars. This industry 
is in its infancy but is rapidly advancing and will 
employ new capital and labor. 

In our own industry great improvements in pro- 
duction are possible and on the way, especially in 
the improvement of paper and the wider use of 
color. This means new presses and equipment and 
therefore new employment. 

Much of this new construction and much not 
yet foreseen involve improvements of material. 
One of the most promising developments is in the 
field of chemistry, notably in steel] alloys. Iron 
created a new epoch in the history of mankind. 
Steel, an alloy of iron, brought another great ad- 
vance. The inventive faculty, especially in this 
country, is immensely rich in its possibilities. 
bringing new work and wealth widely distributed. 
It is perhaps the greatest force for recovery in 
America. Certainly new invention and new indtis- 
tries will go far toward drawing us out of the 


mire of depression, if government interference |. 


does not cripple or paralyze the natural initiative 
and creative energy which a free nation possesses.

If;men whose trade is) 
writing or editing are as superficial in their rea- 

soning as these comments indicate, the indiffer- 
ence of many laymen to constitutional principles 
and safeguards is not surprising. 


One of these assumptions is that the assurance | 


of a government official that he does not intend to. 
infringe the freedom of the press makes an ex-' 
plicit assertion of the right not only unnecessary 
but improper, Another assumption is that since 
a guaranty of freedom is declared in the constitu- 
tion no reservation or assertion is needed or 
proper. 

These assumptions ignore experience and the 
actual workings of political power. Laws are not 
self-enforcing. They ‘are applied.or evaded by 
men. They are subject to interpretation and the 
agencies which possess authority interpret laws 
liberally in the interest of their own purposes. 
Even courts are human and any one who studies 
their pronouncements is aware that judicial rea- 
soning has authorized infringements and trans- 
formations of doctrine which the legislators who 
enacted the Jaw in question had not intended or 
foreseen. A free society is not automatically pre 
served by written laws but by the spirit and con- 
scious will of its members. 

The lip service of officials to the principle of 
free utterance offers no assurance to the public 
that they will not evade it so far as they feel its 
application will restrain or embarrass them. There 
is plenty of evidence among officials of the present 
administration that protest and criticism are irk- 
some and will be suppressed if possible. Against 
this tendency there is only one reliable defense 
and that is a public opinion awakened to its own 
stake in freedom, 

The assertion of the press that it does not waive 
its right to free utterance is based on the warn- 
ings of experience and the attitude of a com- 
plaisant minority of the press toward it reveals 
the need for fit at this time. 

The guaranty of a free press is not a grant of 
special privilege to the press but a guaranty to 
the people essential to their freedom. 

There is another line of attack upon the asser-| 
tion of press freedom. But this is an attack upon 
the principle itself. It cites or alleges abuses of 
freedom and favors censorship and restraint of 
newspapers by some agency assumed of course 
to be governed solely by disinterested and public 
spirited motives. The fallacy of this reasoning 
ought to be apparent to any adult mind. The 
statesmen who embodied the guaranty of free 
press in the fundamental law of the land were 
fully aware that freedom of utterance may be and

But the great men who framed the constitu- 
tional system of the American people were not 
callow. They hada habit of walking round a 
proposition and. tésting it by the experience of 
peoples before dismissing it. They knew that as 
there were and would be abuses of freedom: of 
the press there would also be abuses of the power 
to control, & by any political agency. And they 
were clear-sighted enough .to realize that the 


abuses of a free press are less dangerous to a?may amaze people to learn that governments in 


nation than the,abuses of a government empow- 
ered to control it. Jefferson, who led the demand 
for a bill of rights In the constitution, declared 
that “our liberty depends on the freedom of the 
press and that cannot be limited without being 
He meant, of course, limited by govern- 
ment. The press is limited by the law of libel and 
by public opinion. 

During the late war the American press cen- 
sored itself. It is the only form of censorship 
consistent with the survival of a free nation. 
When the American people are tired of liberty the 
surest method of getting rid of it is the abolition 
of a free press.

It was 
blundering in South America, and the American 
dollar was fiying on eccentric wings with the 
American governmenta] idea. The golden flood 
touched almost every land in the world, and with 
it went the admonitory voice of an American pro- 
consul. Delusions of grandeur prevailed in Wash- 
ington. The government could get the money. 

The image of this thing was more clearly seen 
by the inhabitants; of other lands than it was by 
the innocent people of this one. American money 
was taken, but hatreds arose. Uncle Sam became 
Uncle Shylock, seen as a meddiesome, impractical, 
sentimental, imperialistic busybody. At home 
federal expenditures, which were $724,000,000 in 
1913, became nearly five billion. The bureaucracy, 
which had been a simple thing, was spread over 
the entire land, It could get the money. Within 
seven years after the adoption of the income tax 
amendment the people were living under national 
prohibition and the federal enforcement agent, 
were rebelling and were being shot at or sent to 
the penitentiary. There was a federal finger 
reaching out for nearly every individual activity 
and getting into the humblest pie. Great public 
monuments were being built at enormous expense 
to house the administrators of a thousand laws. 
The money could be had. Nothing now éonfined 
the aspirations of the American government. It 
assumed with equal authority to enter a cottage 
at home or the door of @ palace abroad. Its ambl- 
tions rounded the two poles and filled the atmos- 
pheric envelope of the earth. 

The states which had been going concerns in 
1213 weakened under the steady drain of their 
resources in federal taxation to Washington. 
States weak economically but strong politically 
endeavored to recover in alms what they lost 
in independence. The drain forced the stronger 
states to seek subsidies with less success to save 
themselves. As money went to Washington power 
was transferred there. Nevertheless the states, 
taking an example from the federal government, 
increased their expenditures, adding their drains 
upon the citizen’s real and personal property in 
addition to the exactions the federal government 
put upon income. The result was a crash. 

Now we have the federal government ruling 
virtually every activity in the United States and 
claiming its share of nearly every activity in the 
world. The answer to this riddle, if it be oné, the 
explanation of this growth of an overpowering 
and all-powerful government from a very simple 
form and structure, is, in one word, taxation. It

FROM ACROSS THE 


SEA 


BY DONALD DAY. 
{[Chicego Tribune Press Service.) 

RIGA, Latvia,—The recent visit to 
Turkey of K,. BH. Voroshilov, soviet 
Russian war commissar; the $8,000,000 
credit for machinery granted by the 
soviet government to the Turkish re- 
publie, and the profuse protestations 
of friendship between Russia and Tur- 
key all lead to the question: What is 
behind the Bolshevik-Turkish alliance? 

Some observers reply: Aside from 
Moscow's desire to keep the Darda- 
nélies closed to the British fleet the 
bolsheviks have another major inter- 
est, and that ds to weaken Islam and 
strengthen the spread of communism 
in the near east. 

Interesting light ig thrown on this 
subject by a Polish newspaper man, 
S Mackiewicz, editor of Vilna Slovo. 
Mackiewicz graduated from the Petro- 
grad university during the war. Re- 
cently he visited Russia and in a 
series -of articles which were later 
incorporated in a book, “ Russian 
Minds in Letters,” he discusses the 
hidden motives linking Moscow with 
Ankara. 

“In reply to my question, what is 
most threatening for cOmmunism in 
Asia, the capitalist countries or the 
growth of Asiatic nationalism, I re- 
ceived from a highly placed bolshevik 
the categorical answer: That only and 
exclusively the capitalistic countries 
count, viz., England, France, Japan, 
and America,” writes Mr, Mackiewicz. 
“I don't know how this answer should 
be understood. But let us consider 
the factor which might have threat- 
ened most the expansion: of: the so- 
viets, and observe it from a distance. 

“JT am referring to Islam. I have 
no sympathy with Kemal] Pasha. He 
has brought about the realization of 
a nationalism more extreme than was 
conceived of by Wilson. I call ‘na- 
tionalism’ the doctrine that it is suf- 


ficient to have a separate language 
and ethnical community to form a 
separate gtate. 

‘* Nationalist Turkey expels from its 
borders the minorities, such as the 
Greeks, and in defiance of history em- 
bodies the ideal of the * national state ’ 
in all its senseless extravagance. Old 
Turkey, with its caliph, who was a 
power in the whole mussulman world, 
was a typlieal example of the impe- 
rialistic state; the present Turkey is 
a record example of what nationalist 
excesses can bring a country to. WNa- 
tionalism in. Turkey is anti-historical, 
absolutely democratic, anti-religious. 

“Islam is persecuted in Turkey as 
orthodoxy is in Russia. While Turkey 
was formerly a powerful source for 
the aspirations of Islam, now it is 
Turkey that drives a knife into the 
back of an Islam which is in the 
throes of a struggle with bolshevism. 
The existence of Kemal Pasha is a 
factor facilitating to an enormous ex- 
tent the expansion of communism in 
Asia. 

“Islam could have been such a Dar’ 
rier against bolsheyik expansion as 
cannot easily be found anywhere else 
in Asia, Evidence that this view is 
held by the bolsheviks themselves can 
be found ja the fact that, whereas 
bolshevism has dealt with Christian 
orthodoxy in an utterly merciless 
and ruthless fashion, it has not gone 
to such, lengths,.with Islam, 

“In several countries in the Cau- 
casus and in central Asia the soviets 
recognized marriage celebrated ac- 
cording to the Shariate, and in Dages- 
tan, for a @értain period, the Shariate 
form of marriage was even obligatory, 
and even communists had to conform 
to it. This is no longer the case, 
but Islam continues to play an in- 
finitely greater role in the habits and 
life of the people than Christian or- 
Pee is permitted to play.”

- wheelbarrows, etc., throughout the 
nation, - The civil works administra- 
tion in Washington has instructed the 
army quartermasters in each district 
to lend tools to help meet this need, 
but a shortage still exists and fac- 
tories are working overtime to manu- 
facture the necessary implements. 

Of the 40,705 persons downstate who 
are at work, 36,833 were selected from 
the relief rolls and 3,872 from the 
renks of the general unemployed. In 
Cook county, only those on relief rolls 
thus far have been put to work. Se- 
lection of workers from the unem- 
ployed without reference to relief sta- 
tus will be begun in Cook county by | 
means of a lottery late this week. 

Sangamon Tops Downstate. 

The downstate reports show the fol- 
lowing counties with the largest num- 
ber of men put to work under the civil 
works administration program: Sanga- 
mon, 1,997; Madison, 1,904; St. Clair, 
1,781; Rock Island, 1,280; Peoria, 
1,820; Macon, 1,057; Kane, 1,476; Lake,

Downstate projects totaling 108 and 
providing employment for 3,399 per- 
sons were approved yesterday by R. J.

Another proj- 
ect involves employing 119 men to re- 
pair school buildings in Winnebago 
county. 

Expects Cut in Relief Costs. 


The question was again asked yes- 
terday of the Cook county civil works 
administration concerning the effect 
thus far of the federal reémployment 
program upon the cost of relief in 
Chicago. 

“The cost of relief in December 
should show a marked decrease,” de- 
clared Wilfred S. Reynolds, county 
administrator. “* Every effort is being 
made to take families off the relief 
rolls as they become self-supporting 
through the efforts of the civil works 
program.” 

Mr. Reynolds revealed that a tenta- 
tive estimate for the cost of relief In 
Chicago during December had been 
made, but that it had seemed so 
high that it was not being made pub- 
lic. 

“The probable reason for the seem- 
ing highness of this estimate is that 
the relief commission must carry fam- 
ilies until they receive their first CWA 
pay checks,” he declared. “As soon 
as the first check comes in, a family 
will be stricken from the relief rolls.” 
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WORLD LABOR 
CHIEF SAYS U.S. 
IS RECOVERING 


GENEVA, Dec. 2.—()—Harold But- 
ler, head of the international labor 
organization, returned from the United 
States today to say he believed Ameri- 
can efforts toward recovery were 
slowly but surely succeeding. He said 
employment, production, banking, and 
security and agricultural prices have 
improved considerably since’ March. 

“I do not believe the improvement 
could have been effected without the 
measures taken by the United States 
\ government,” he said. “I was greatly 
impressed with the immense energy 
and ability with which recovery was 
tackled and most of all impressed by 
the abundant confidence and driving 
power of President Roosevelt himself, 
whom I was fortunate enough to meet. 

“With the further development of 
relief and public works, and the grad- 
ual adjustment of industry to the 
codes, there is every ground for hop- 
ing that recovery will be continued 
steadily.”

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| PUBLIC DEBTS 


OF U. S. SETTING 
NEW RECORDS 


May Be 271, Billions 
by 1934. 


[Chieage Tribune Press Serviece.] 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Growing under the pressure of 
emergency expenditures for President 
Roosevelt's recovery program, the pub- 
lic debt of the federal government 
probably will reach an all-time peak 
of about 28 billion dollars before the 
current fiscal year closes next June 30. 

Treasury department reports made 
public today, showing the govern- 
ment’s financial condition on Nov. 29, 
the end of the fifth month in the 
fiscal year, show that if the recovery 
drive fulfills expectations the govern- 
ment will be further in debt than ever 
before in its history. 

Debt Passes 23 Billions. 

The debt by the end of November 
already has passed the 23 billion .534 
million dollar mark the treasury's re- 
port showed. Official predictions are 
that the excess of expenditures over 
receipts during the rest of the fiscal 
year will amount to at least 4 billions. 
Borrowing the money necessary to 
finance this deficit will run the public 
debt to 27% billions or more. 

Never before has the government 
gone so far in the red. The highest 
indebtedness on record for the federal] 
government is 26 billion 697 million 
dollars. This was the peak of the war 
debt, which was reached on Aug..31l, 
1919. 

Debt Shrinks, Then Rises. 

After setting that record the debt 
gradually shrunk until it reached a 
post-war low of 16 billion 185 million 
dollars in 1930. This reduction of 10 
billion 412 million dollars has since 
been offset by treasury borrowings 
aggregating 7 billion 349 million dol- 
lars. Prospective borrowings for the 
rest of this fiscal year promise to wipe 
out what remains of the post-war re- 
ductions and send the debt to a new 
peak, 

Thus far in the fiscal year the in- 
crease in the public debt has been 
due almost entirely to expenditures of 
the President’s recovery programs. 

Ordinary Spending Less. 

The treasury’s statement of condi: 
tion for Nov. 29 showed that ordinary 
government expenditures aggregated 
only 1 billion 216 million dollars, 216 
millions under the total for the same 
date a year ago. The treasury’s rev- 
enue, which aggregated 1 billion 137 
million dollars, almost covered the 
ordinary expenses. 

Without the emergency spendings, 


-therefore, the budget would be near 


balance. The public works adminis- 
tration, the forest army, the RFC and 
other emergency outfits, however, 
have spent 693 millions net,. account- 
ing for almost all of ‘the 772 million 
dollar deficit which the treasury had 
to report on Nov. 29.

SECY. ICKES STARTING 
PROSECUTIONS UNDER 
NRA OIL COMPACT 


Washington,' D; C.; Dec. 2.—[Spe- 
cia!].])—Criminal law cases against al- 
leged violators of the NRA oil code 
are being prepared today under the 


direetion of Secretary of the -Interior 
Harold L. Ickes. 

He also is administrator of the oil 
pact. 

Encouraged by a favorable decision 
handed down yesterday by the District 
of Columbia Supreme court, Secretary 
Ickes announced today he has a mass 
of information against' code violators, 
collected by his investigators. He is 
preparing to hand it over to Homer 
S. Cummings, attorney general, as the 
basis of prosecutions. 

Secretary Ickes also invited further 
information on oil code violators, ¢e- 
claring that~* all complaints of viola- 
tions. of the oil code should be sent to 
the division of investigation, depart- 
ment of justice.” ° 

Whether any actions against oll 
companies in the Chicago area are 
contemplated, officials were unable to 
say. They admitted, however, that 
Louis R.,. Glavis, chief of the- oil in- 
vestigations, has information collected 
in Chicago. They added, . however, 
that it had not been sufficiently ex- 
amined to determine whether there 
were any code infractions. 

The court decision which Secretary 
Ickes today said upheld the constitu- 
tlonality of his oil code was handed 
down by Justice Jesse C. Adkins, 

That decision denied the’ plea of 
Harry Victor and others of Detroit for 
an injunction against Ickes as oil ad- 
ministrator prohibiting the giving of 
premiums and other free goods to en- 
courage sales. 

Beside hailing the decision as a vic- 
tory, which gives the signal for wide- 
spread criminal prosecutions, Ickes 
denounced the practice of giving pre- 
miums to purchasers as one fostering 
cut-throat competition.

In his address at the Mastbaum 
theater he answered criticism direct- 
ed at the recovery administration from 
numerous sources, declared that co- 
operation of “jabor and management 
under governmental sanction” had 
abolished “feudalism in industry,” and 
then appealed to all groups for “ loyal 
compliance " with the purposes of the 
recovery program. 

Strikers Ask His Help. 


During Gen. Johnson's first-visit to 
Philadelphia in -his. official capacity, 
representatives of severa] thousand 
strikers sought his intervention in _la- 
bor disputes involving taxicab drivers 
and employés of the Edward G. Budd 
Manufacturing company. 

He, referred to criticism by the Phil- 
adelphia Record that.the local strikes 
“exhibit the chief weakness of NRA 
in regard to labor—failure to act 
quickly and forcefully, failure to rec- 
ognize that collective bargaining is a 
joke in an open shop '’—and admitted 
that the criticism was just when dl- 
rected at the compliance system. 

“The chief criticism of NRA is too 
much haste,.”” he said. “ But there has 
been delay in setting up adequate ma- 
chinery of compliance. The reason is 
that 95 per cent of cases of noncom:- 
piiance so far examined dissolve at 
once on conference and a very large 
proportion prove to be due to misun- 
derstanding. 

Expected, He Declares. 


“This is to be expected tn the early 
stages of such a nation-wide effort 
and we did not want to go around 
pulling down the. Blue Eagle until 
everybody knows exactly what it 
means.” 

Gen. Johnson asserted, - however, 
that “ by: the first of the year” there 
would be a “new and adequately im- 
plemented nation-wide system for com- 
pliance"’ that would be in a position 
to act “ promptly and forcefully.” 

Declaring that the expression, 
“crack down,” had never passed his 
lips as applying to any action that 
the NRA would take, but that it was 
“a fiction on the part of the press 
which is opposing the recovery pro- 
gram,” he said that, nevertheless. 
“that does not mean that we will ever 
let any dispute drag out interminably 
until the workers are started back to 
their jobs.” 

Pledges Quick Settlements. 
“That I promise you,” he went on. 
and I agree that every dispute must 

be settled promptly, effectively, and 
decisively. If it cannot be done 
through the mediation of the labor 
board it will be done by application of 
the penal sanctions of NRA. Nohody 
wants long-drawn strikes—they starve 
labor and ruin industry. United ac- 
tion of labor, management, and gov: 
ernment is inconsistent with any such 
result as that. What we wart is swift 
action and loyal compliance—again 
faithfulness and fairness.”’

International Body,

¢ommittee recently formed in Austria.]

TChieago Tribune Press : 

‘VIENNA, Austria, Dec. 2.—The i 
ternational .relief shincamtina’| for the 
Ukraine organized here under the 
auspices of Theodor Cardinal Innit- 
zer, archbishop of Vienna, is strug- 
gling to undo the effects of the recent 
Visits to sovietland of M. Edouard 
Herriot, ex-premier of France and 
president now of the commission of 
foreign affairs in the chamber of dep 
uties. 

M. Herriot found everything al- 
right. The committee, reiterating 
charges that have been often heard 
since his return, suy that he was 
taken around as Potemkin took the 
Great Catherine and shown lots of 
sights stage set in advance. 

Among the letters from Russia, 
Which were furnished him as evi- 
dence, Dr. Innitzer chose one to read 
aloud which the committee found par- 
ticularly harrowing. It was forwarded 
here by a German doctor who had 
received it from a relative in a Ger- 
man colony near Odessa. Dr. Ewald 
Ammendé, secretary-general of the 
Huropean congress of nationalities, 
which interested the cardinal in the 
matter, vouched for it. 


Many Die of Cold. 


This German, it seems, was sent 
six years ago with other Germans to 
found a colony in Siberia but has re- 
turned due to the impossibility he 
says of Germans establishing them- 
selves among the more rough and 
ready Siberians. “They break our 
windows and tear down our stoves 
when the cold weather comes on and 
force us to leave on foot across the 
steppes. The many who can't stand 
the cold fall dead by the wayside. 
Numbers of those, who, in summer, 
made the mistake of establishing 
themselves on small islands in the 
sWamp near the city of Tara, per- 
ished because of the cold when win- 
ter came around. It is impossible to 
give a picture of what is going on in 
this country of Russian culture and 
Russian freedom!’ 

This German, it seems, returned to 
the Ukraine and after six years 
found not one of his own people left 
in his village. Houses had disap- 
peared. Others were boarded up, a 
condition which the committee finds 
prevaient. They lay it to the fact 
the inhabitants have gone or died 
and relatives have closed up the 
houses after them. Pictures were 
produced in the committee meeting 
for the authenticity of which Dr. 
‘Ammendé again vouched to the cardi- 
nal, ? 

“Treated Like Beasts.” 

. . . there is no food,” the letter 
reads, ‘‘there is no food even for 
those who work. They remain day 
and night in the fields. They are not 
even permitted to come back to their 
houses to wash and change their 
clothes. They are treated like beasts. 
It is said that they have bread. This 
is not true. At most they get flour 
which must be used sparingiy and 
used only to thicken the beet soup 
that is the principal article on their 
diet. 

** Last week payments fell due for 
houses and gardens. Whoever had 
no money was immediately evicted. 
Possessions were seized. The very 
wine barrels were taken. This opera- 
tion is the last sign of trade left in 
this happy land. Not only here but 
everywhere around wus are these 

-things going on. Everybody was be- 
ing driven out and sent away. This 
is the reward which our Germans re- 
ceive for having spent their lives 
working in Russia. The history of 
humanity has never recorded a paral- 
lel catastrophe where men who have 
devoted their lives as honorable citi- 
zens to a land have been destroyed 
go cruelly. There is no way out. 
There is no easing of the situation.” 


Cardinal to Meet Mowinckel. 


Dr. Innitzer is arranging to meet 
with Dr. Mowinckel, prime minister 
of Norway who is president of the 
league council attempting to bring the 
conditions of the Ukraine before the 
league, to codrdinate efforts. Mowinc- 
kel, it is remembered, brought up the 
matter but the French representa- 
tives in Geneva, relying on reports 
from Herriot, soft pedaled the affair, 
but did agree that he consult the Red 
Cross in the name of the league. 

The cardinal, Dr. Ammendé and 
the committee are all convinced from 
the evidence in their hands that the 
famine has continued even after the 
harvest. They claira moreover that 
it is growing worse. 

“All communications which have 
come out to us from these minority 
groups living in the soviet union and 
keeping in close touch with the 
Ukrainian, Russian and German ele- 
ments in the congress of nationalities 
prove,” said Dr. Ammendé, “ that the 
faminine is still raging. The _ soviet 
“Russian government would have been 
forced to admit the truth of these 
gstatements if suddenly she had not 
‘had that God-given visit from M. Her- 
riot.

could have been found than the ex- 
premier of France. His voyage 
through Russia was in the nature of 
a triumphal procession. He was ac- 
companied by the French ambassador 
who is a member of his party and his 
former chef de cabinet. Everywhere, 
in Kief, Odessa and so on, his pro- 
gram was filled from morning to eve- 
ning with official visits. He visited 
villages like those that Potemkin 
built for Catherine the Great to show 
her how fine conditions were in the 
Russia of her day. This was the case 
in Odessa, for example, where he was 
led through the Beljaewka, the state 
industrial-agrarian collectivized estab- 
lishment, after which he expressed 
his astonishment for the accomplish- 
ment of the soviet agrarian program. 
Yet in spite of Herriot’s surprising 
discoveries that all was well in Russia 
the truth as te what has happened 
and is happening there, the fact that 
there are millions of innocent people 
dying there like flies, can no longer 
be kept from the world. 

“Even the Manchester Guardian, 
whose friendly feeling toward Mos- 
cow have long been recognized,” Dr. 
Ammendé continued, “has published 
articles that, though cautiously 
phrased, show that there has been a 
frightful loss of life through hunger 
in the soviet union. . 


Agrarian Program on Rocks. 


“Russian agrarian economy is on 
the rocks, according to all evidence 
at our disposal, and our evidence we 
find conclusive. The question now is 
whether the world will wait so long 
to recognize that this is the case that 
new millions will perish during the 
winter which is now upon them. 

“Cardinal Innitzer and the other 
members of the organizing committee 
feel that at a moment like this when 
wheat is rotting in many parts of the 
world and tonnage tied up at the 
docks, relief could easily be wunder- 
taken. In a very few weeks wheat 
could pour into Odessa and Rostov. 

“The committee feels that it must 
be a purely humanitarian action with 
no political motives. Our aim is to 
save millions of Russians and not to 
attack the soviet régime. The world 
must soon realize the scope of this 
catastrophy. But when?” 


RUSSIA CHARGES 
GERMAN PLOT TO 
SEIZE UKRAINE 


MOSCOW, Dec, 2.—[{U.P.]-—-A sep- 
aratist “ plot,” aiming at the sever- 
ance of the rich soviet Ukraine from 
the Union of Socialist Soviet Repub- 
lics, has been “ liquidated,” Stanislav 
Kossior, member of the powerful 
Politbureau, announced today. 

Kossior’s (declaration, which in- 
volved Alfred Rosenberg, chief of 
the German Nazi party’s foreign po- 
litical bureau, was regarded here as 
confirmation of recent reports of trou- 
ble in the Ukraine. Rosenberg, ac- 
cording to Kossior’s announcement, 
collaborated with Ukrainian refugees 
in an interventionis: plot. 

The Russian leader cited the testt- 
mony of certain Ukrainian separatists 
who were arrested as proof that after 
Adolf Hitler rose to power in Ger- 
many Rosenberg held a conference 
with Ukrainian refugees and dis- 
cussed the plot. 

Kossior charged that hundreds of 
Emigre agents were smuggled into 
the Ukraine, where they have been 
organizing military and _ terrorist 
groups preparatory to a general up- 
rising, to be followed according to the 
plan, by intervention.

This 50 per cent reduction will mean a 
substantial saving to Chicago home 
owvers whose applications for federal 
loans are approved, since un@er the 
law, the appraisal fee is deducted from 
the loan.

“You can’t win a war if some of 
your soldiers lie back and won't join 
in the fight” said General Foreman.

And with the entire 
nation driving vigorously toward this 
objective, it seems deplorable that a 
few non-depositing bondholders have 
held back the millions who have joined 
to rescue real estate, 


Merely Increase the Expense. 


“The situation becomes doubly iron- 
ic when you realize that these hold- 
outs never gain anything for them- 
selves.. They merely increase the ex- 
pense of their fellow investors and 
delay progress, but they never benefit 
themselves. It's impossible for them 
to benefit. Their attitude would be 
considered foolish if it weren't so 
tragic. 

“When the law permite such a 
sorry spectacle; when a 2 per cent 
minority can, tle up a 98 per cent ma- 
jcrity, then it's very plain that the 
law must be changed. The will of the 
majority must be recognize@ under a 
new law, whether an insignificant 
minority likes it or not.” 

Gen. Foreman declared that the 
great majority of reorganizations that 
are being held up today are blocked 
by small groups of holdouts who will 
not play ball with their fellow bond- 
holders. 

“And that’s the tragedy of the 
whole thing.” he said, ‘for men are 
now going back to work, vacant apart- 
ments are being rented everywhere, 
occupancy is definitely on the up- 
grade. Many past due taxes have 
been .liquidated by the various com- 
mitteées out of earnings of their prop- 
erties. New taxes are lower than in 
years. The underlying situation is 
definitely brighter. 


Blocked by Nondepositors. 


“Many buildings are again in a 
position where they can start paying 
out to the bondholders.’ Yet the bond- 
holders are prevented from either get- 
ting these buildings, or new paying 
securities against them, by just one 
thing. What? Nondepositors. 

“Obviously, such a thing is all 
wrong. The law that permits it is 
all wrong. It has outlived its use- 
fulness and must be rewritten. You 
may be sure that the trust deeds 
under which further bonds will be is- 
sued will providé that a 67 per cent 
majority of the bondholders, or some 
such ratio, will be sufficient to take 
over any building. 

‘The noncoSperating minority will 
have to go along whether they like 
it or not. But such improved trust 
deeds will need constitutional back- 
ing to make them foolproof; to pre- 
vent further stagnation. Therefore, 
we need a new law. We need a new 
law now, 


What It Must Provide. 


‘Here, in plain, everyday language, 
is what this new law must provide: 
That the owners of 67 per cent of the 
amount of bonds of any issue can au- 
thorize the trustee to release the lien 
of the trust deed. and take over the 
property for the benefit of all the 
bondholders. When the trust deed is 
released and title acquired by the 
trustees for the holders, the lien of 
the outstanding bonds shall cease, 
thus releasing the trustee from liabil- 
ity for its act. 

“Such a law would put an end to 
most léngthy receiverships and fore- 
closures and any necessity for deal- 
ing . with. nondepositors. I have no 
doubt that, phrased in the proper legal 
terms, such a law enacted and sup- 
ported by similar provisions in ths 
trust deeds could be enforced and 
upheld in the courts. 

“ Unfortunately, that doesn’t help us 
today. We're face to face with a ster 
reality now; we must either codper- 
ate and get our buildings out of this 
tangle, or we must go through a long, 
costly siege of foreclosures. Our na- 
tion is engaged in a fight to recover. 
Real estate is the basis of our na- 
tional wealth. No man or group of 
men has the right to tie it up.”

“Perhaps the committees are to be 
criticized for not explaining all these 
things to the bondholders. It should 
be remembered, however, that most of 
them were swamped with detail work 
and couldn’t spend much time in giv- 
ing out information. And while they 
may be justly. criticized for this, it’s 
been shown repeatedly that the non- 
depositing bondholder doesn’t hold out 
because he's bewildered, but because 
he’s mad about something.

Two Touchdowns in 5 Minutes. 


And then came one of.the most 
amazing rallies witnessed on any grid- 
iron, a rally comparable to that staged 
by Southern California in the final 
quarter against another Notre Dame 
eleven at South Bend in 1931. The 
team that had so incomprehensively 
lost its unsurpassed winning formula, 
that was.an enigma to itself and its 
coaches no less than to its army of 
followers, suddenly rose from the 
ashes of defeat to turn the stadium 
into a bedlam. 

Led by the powerful Nick Lukats, 
the most vivid figure on the fleld in 
this terrifically. hard fought battle, 
and with Wayne Millner and the giant 
Ed Krause at end and tackle, respec- 
tively, playing heroic roles, the green 
clad men from Notre Dame performed 
the almost miraculous feat of scoring 
two touchdowns in the space of five 
minutes.

“Bill Hewitt is the greatest end 
I've ever seen.” 

This is the opinion of Dick Hanley, 
of Northwestern, Hunk Anderson, of 
Notre Dame; Dr. Clarence Spears, of 
Wisconsin; Glenn Thistlethwaite, of 
Carroll college, and other college foot- 
bali coaches who have seen the Chi- 
cago Bears play this fall. 

The professional coaches in the Na- 
tional league, from George Halas, of 
the Bears, on through the list, have 
expressed themselves in the same su- 
perlative. Scores of former players 
and thousands of fans have agreed. 

But Bill Hewitt now is playing only 
his fifth complete football season. Un- 
like most professional stars, Bill not 
only did not enter university after a 
brillant high school career, but he 
did not put tn a full allotment of time 

at Michigan, where a broken ankle 
in the second game of the 1930 sea- 
son forced him to the sidelines before 
the championship campaign began. 


Football Hewitt’s Only. 
Sport at Michigan. 


Moreover, Hewitt is not an all 
around athlete. Football was his only 
form of intercollegiate competition at 
Michigan and today he plays no other 
game well enough to be classed other 
than a novice. Hewitt, one may say, 
is built for football. He loves the 
game because it is a body contact 
sport, the same reason which induced 
him to take up boxing one winter at 
Ann Arbor and win the university 
heavyweight championship, and the 
reason why Hewitt now thinks hockey 
is the most interesting of sports next 
to football. 


“If I could skate well enough, I'd 
like to be a defense man,” Hewitt 
said the other afternoon while 
reminiscing over his athletic career. 
“Hockey is like football except that 
a pair of skates can do a lot more 
damage than a pair of cleated shoes.” 


Back in 1924 when young Bill fin- 
ished the basketball season with the 
East Junior High champion team, he 
had high hope of playing the next 
winter on the Bay City Central High 
school quintet. After a few days 
discovered, there. were too many older 
and larger boys for him to win a place 
on the squad. So from 1924 to 1926, 
his sophomore and junior high school 
years, Bill was just another student, 
no different from many of his class- 
mates, who studied diligently enough 
to pass from class to class and who 
stood on the sidelines and watched 
others play football and basketball. 


Football with the Hewitts 
Begins and Ends with Bill. 


Neither was there any athletic tradi- 
tion in the Hewitt family. Bill was 
born in Bay City and has lived there 
all his life. His father, William 
Ernest Hewitt, a mason contractor 
never had participated in sports. 
Athletics were all right, but if his son 
kept up in his studies the only 
parental requirement was. fulfilled. 
Bill’s older brother, Frank, attended 
Bay City High school, graduated, and 
went on to the United States Military 
academy without distinguishing him- 
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Athletic ambition flamed anew in 
the fall of 1926, Bill's senior high 
school year. Almost 17 years of age, 
weighing 150 pounds, Bill now had the 


to teach Bay City boys how to fall on 
the ball and throw forward passes. 
Bill began at guard, the almost in- 
variable starting point for the novice 
who is strong and willing, but inezx- 
perienced. 

“There must have been a lot of 
ignorant kids on that team, or else a 
lack of material for other positions,” 
Bill reflected as he talked of his first 
football team,.“for.in a week or s0 
Chief Nevitt had me in the back field. 
Then he put me at left end and there 
I stayed all during our schedule of 10 
games. And I remained a left end 
until my senior year at Michigan 
when Coach Kipke handed me the full 
back job.

“Our team had a successful sea- 
son,” Bill continued. ‘ We lost, 3 to 0 
at Lansing, played Mount Clements to 
a scoreless tie and won eight games, 
including those with the two Saginaw 
High schools, Pastern and Arthur 
Hall; Mount Pleasant, Detroit West- 
ern, Flint, and Grand Rapids Catholic 
Central. The victories over Flint and 
Saginaw gave us the Saginaw Valley 
championship. 

“TI liked football, but I still looked 
forward to playing basketball. It was 
my first season since my junior high 
sci.00]1 days, and if I ever thought of 
attending the university, which wasn’t 
likely considering the family finances, 
I thought of basketball first and then 
football, 

“Bay City won 13 basketball games 
that winter and lost three. We were 
eliminated in the district tournament 
by Flint Central on a field goal in the 
last minute of play. Jack Wheeler, 
who later played half. back at Mich- 
igan, was a member of the Bay City 
teams. It was hig senior year also, 
and the following fall Jack entered 
the University of Michigan. 


No Scholarship Offers 

in Hewitt’s Mail. 

“T would have liked to have started 
to college in the fall ef 1927, but with 
no money and no fob I couldn't see 
how it could be done. I suppose many 
people think, considering that agg Oi I 
was a pretty fair football player, that 

I was deluged with offers of free tui- 
tion, books and jobs after my senior 
high school year 

“That’s the tipoff on how I rated 
as an athlete. If any one was giving 
away scholarships, he failed to get as 
far as the Hewitts of Bay. City. So 
I looked around for work and settled 
down to a steady job of spectator at 
the high school games. As far as I 
knew I was an ex-athlete at the 
age of 17." |

tion of J. P. Morgan & Co., Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., and other financial houses. 
“We are going to recommend fed- 
eral control of the exchanges and fed- 
eral supervision of their operation,’ 
Senator Fletcher declared, adding 
that the proposals to be offercd by his 
committee will be aimed primarily at 
pool operations in the market and at 
preventing officers and directors of 
,corporations from dealing in their own 
stocks. 
Urge Securities Act Change. 


At the same time it was learned 
President Roosevelt has notified sen- 
ate and houSe leaders that he expects 
early passage of legislation providing 
for more rigid federal supervision of 
banking and strengthening of the se- 
curities act. The message was s0 
worded, according to several leaders, 
that it indicated to them that the 
President also desired legislation for 
federal regulation of stock exchanges. 
It was brought to the leaders from 
Warm Springs by Acting Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau several 
days ago. 

President Roosevelt this week con- 
sidered the securities act in confer- 
ences with Mr. Morgenthau and Henry 
Bruere, his adviser on credit policies. 
Mr. Bruere is studying the problem 
with members of the federal trade 
commission and other officials with 
the view to having suggestions pre- 
pared before congress meets, 

There have been may complaints 
that the act. as it now stands is so 
rigid and sweeping as to hamper legit- 
imate flotations by industries. Re- 
funding operations confronting pri- 
vate business in the next 18 months 
ere estimated to run to a total of 
$1,500,000,000. 

Pushes Campaign for Regulaticn. 

Senator Fietcher admitted he has 
already begun a campaign among 
members of the senate banking and 
currency committee for enactment of 
the regulatory legislation. An argu: 
ment in support of federal control of 
the exchanges, written twenty years 
ago by Justice Louis Brandeis of the 
Supreme court, has been circulated 
among committee members, Senator 
Fletcher said. 

Excerpts from a book by Justice 
Brandeis, based on the Pujo “ money 
trust” investigations of two décades 
azo, have been copied by the Florida 
senator and distributed to members of 
the senate committee, he stated. The 
quotations from the Brandeis book in- 
clude the following: 

“Practically no business in the 
i7nited States can be conducted with- 
out use of the mails, and congress 
ynay, in its reasonable discretion, deny 
ahe use of the mails to any business 
which is conducted under conditions 
gieemed by congress to be injurious to 
the public welfare.” 


May Utilize Taxing Power.

Loss of Confidence Murts, 

More important is thé shrinkage in 
‘business which takes place because of 
loss of confidence on the part of policy 
holders. Each policy..which is allowed 
to lapse dims the prospects of the ‘pals 
icy holder who sticks to the company. 

Fees ‘alone have cost: the policy- 
holders $130,000 to date in the Illinois 
Life case. Gen. Abel Davis, chair- 
man of the Chicago Title and Trust 
company and receiver for the’ com- 
pany, has been allowed $50,000 so far 
by the court. 

The law firm of West & Eckhart, 
counsel for the receivers, has been 
allowed $50,000, and $30,000 was 
granted to the special advisory com- 
mittee of three which aided in the 
reorganization. 

Receivers Still Working. 

The final fee of the receiver and 
his attorneys will not be fixed until 
he has finished his work, which. will 
probably take another six weeks or 
two months. The policy holders were 
reinsured last August, in the ninth 
month of receivership, but the receiv- 
er is still liquidating assets not taken 
over and adjusting claims. 

Negotiations are now under way 
for the reinsurance of policy holders 
of the National Life of the U.S. A. and 
the Peoria Life Insurance company. 

The efficient handling of insolvent 
life insurance companies is not a sim- 
ple problem, Immediate mutualization 
of insolvent companies has been wide- 
ly advocated as the best means of giv- 
ing a square deal to all policy holders 
and preventing disintegration of the 


business. Mutualization raises ques- 
tions, however, which are not easily 
answered. 


Management Is Problem. 


Such plans frequently are inven- 
tions to perpetuate control for the 
management group which brought the 
company into its insolvent condition. 
In some instances they are brought 
forward by a company’s agency or- 
ganization which is in danger of ex- 
tinction if the company’s business is 
reinsured by another firm. The agency 
organization, however, cannot neces- 
sarily furnish the needed manage- 
ment. Nor is it a simple matter for 
the state authorities to determine in 
whose care the management shall be 
placed if mutualization is to be carried 
out. Capable management is not 
easily found. 

Ernest Palmer, director of the IIll- 
nois insurance department, who in- 
herited an unenviable situation when 
he took office early this year, has not 
pushed mutualization as a solution of 
the problem. He has tried to interest 
new capital in the insolvent concerns. 


Laws Now Are Stronger. 


How successful this method will 
prove is likely to be shown ih the 
Peoria and National Life cases.’ The 
situation is favorable in somé re- 
spects. Because of the stringent laws 
governing insurance companies enact- 
ed by the last legislature capital is be- 
coming interested in the Illinois in- 
surance field. The Illinois laws are 
now said to be even more stringent 
than those in New York, Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut. The next dec- 
ade may see Illinois become a leader 
in the insurance field. 


TRADE UPTURN 
HALTED, CHIEF 
INDICES SHOW 


New York, Dec. 2.—()—Statistics 
appearing during the last week indi- 
cated a slight halt in the recent mod- 
erate business advance, according to 
Moody’s index figures for freight car 
loadings, electric power production, 
and steel ingot output.

Referee Charles 
announced in making public his report 
that he is now preparing another re- 
port on the parent concern, Trustees 
System Service, which, he says, is also

rupt. 
Declares Books Are Sukgled:” 


The report discloses an amazing jug- 
gling of books and records to show 
hundreds of. thousands of dollars in 
profits instead of actual losses. The 
company operated extensively in the 
Chicago area and’ sold over $5,000,000 
of prefered stock and ‘gold’ notes 
to the investing public. 

The discount company specialized 
in small wage and industrial loans 
and is the nominal owner ‘of the 28 
story building at 201 North Wells in 
which its offices’are located. 

A plan of reorganization has been 
pending before Judge Wilkerson for 
several months who deferred action 
until Referee Charles’ report was 
ready. The findings contained in the 
report have given a death blow to 
the reorganization plan, it is believed. 


Deficit of $1,500,000. 


A fair valuation of $3,214,696 is 
placed on the discount company’s as- 
sets as of Oct. 29,1932; the date on 
which the receiver was appointed, by 
the Charles report. Liabilities are 
listed.at $4,789,695, leaving a. net 
déficit of approximately $1,500,000. 

The company’s books carried fictitl- 
ous credits totaling $437,906 to vari- 
ous subsidiaries as their share of the 
rent and service charges for the build- 
ings, Charles found. These credits, 
the report declares, served as the 
basis for payments of dividends by the 
subsidiaries. 

The affairs of the company, the 
Charles report sets forth, were con- 
trolled and dominated by three prin- 
cipal officers, J. G. Born, J. C. Corco- 
ran and Frank J. Gibbons. 

These men siphoned large sums ‘out 
of the trustees #ystem in the guise of 
loans to companies which they con- 
trolled, the report says, and they put 
up worthless or questionable securi- 
ties as security for these loans, 

Finances Large Hotel. 

One instance cited was that in 
which a loan of the Trustees System 
was used to finance the erection of a 
28 story hotel in Mariana, Fila., a 
town of 4,000 population. 

The company’s building is given a 
value of $1,500,000, or less than one- 
half of the $3,519,000 at which it was 
carried on the books. The land alone 
was overvalued by $587,647, the report 
alleges. 

A note for $1,500,000 held by. the 
company and secured by the entire 
stock issue of the Trustees System Icx- 


‘tension corporation, a subsidiary, is 


worth about $55,554, the balance being 
a toal logs; the report adds, 

The report estimated that the worth 
of the. extension corporation which 
had affiliation throughout the country 
is equal to about 5 cents on each dol- 
lar it owes. 

‘Loans Were Nev er Bad.” 


Officers of the company proceeded 
on the theory that “loans were never 
pad,’”’ the report declares. Any other 
working theory would have adversely 
affected the sale of its stocks and 
notes, the report says. 

Records and books of the company 
were in a most unsatisfactory condi- 
tion, it was said. 

The report makes no allusion to 
criminality, but it was reported that a 
federal inquiry into the company’s af- 
fairs is in the offing.

New York, Dee. 3.—Indications 
are that the December turnover th 
the money market will be the largest 
of any month this year, on a total 
in excess of three billion dollars. 

That great financial tide started 
moving Friday, when dividends and 
interest payments were started to 
a large army of investors. This 
first installment of cash will be Tol- 
lowed by a shower of Christmas club 
funds, while in mid-month the treas- 
ury department, besides paying large 
sums in interest on its obligations 
will do its quarterly financing, whieh 
will be on a substantial scale. Tax 
collections, payments on account of 
war debts, bond maturities and other 
items will swell the total. 


Christmas Clubs to Pay Off. 

Cash disbursements by corporations 
and Christmas clubs next month are 
estimated at a billion dollars. Divi- 
dend payments next month, while re- 
duced somewhat by cuts made since 
last December, will not fall far short 
of those of a year ago because many 
companies have resumed payments or 
increased their disbursements. Alto- 
gether it is estimated that cash divi- 
dends will reach approximately $200,- 
000,000 and interest payments will 
come to about $450,000,000, 

Herbert F,. Rawll, founder and presi- 
dent of the Christmas club, estimates 
$350,000,000 will be distributed by 
about 6,000 banks and other organiza- 
tions throughout the country. 

Government Operations Large. 

Government operations in mid-month 
will be unusually large. The treas 
ury has maturities of about §727,000,- 
000 in short term issues to provide 
for on Dec. 15. The department has 
not indicated how that obligation will 
be met, but it is surmised in Wall 
street that another short term offer- 
ing will be made, probably materially 
larger than that maturing. The 
amount generally suggested is one 
billion dollars, 

Other items will contribute heavily 
to the Dec, 15 turnover. The treasury 
will collect the final installment of in- 
come taxes for 1932 next month. The 
collections may come to $160,000,000, 
Foreign government war debt pay: 
ments will be made by Great Britain 
and probably by some other smaller 
debtors, but the total hardly will ex- 
ceed $10,900,000, compared with the 
$143,000,000 due at that time. 


Has Bills to Redéem. 

In addition to the regular treasury 
maturities on Dec. 15 the government 
will have to redeem noninterest bear- 
ing bills in December. Three series 
fall due at various times, the aggre- 
gate amounting to $250,000,000. ‘They 
probably will be refunded into new 
issues of the same type. Dividends 
will be paid on Friday by upwards of 
830 different stocks, 

Later in the month Will come large 
disbursements in cash by several ma- 
jor corporations, including General 
Motors and the Standard Oils. The 
latter group alone will pay between 
$42,000,000 and $43,000,000 in cash to 
their shareholders next month, Gen- 
eral Motors will make the largest in- 
dividual disbursement, consisting of 
25 cents a share regular dividend and 
25 cents extra on 438,500,000 common 
shares, or approximately $22,000,000 
altogether, Bond maturities next 
month will total $42,600,000,

200 MILLION THROUGH 
STREETS TO NEW HOME 


Currency, bullion and securities with 
&@ value of approximately $200,000,000 
were moved through a@ mile of Joop 
streets yesterday afternoon from the 
old quarters of the American National 
Bank and Trust company at 306 
South Michigan avenue to the new 
location at 88 North La Salle street. 


The transfer, one of the largest ever 
accomplished in the city, began at 
2 p. m., and was completed in about 
an hour. A special guard of 25 po- 
licemen under the command of Capt. 
James Fivnn of the traffic division 
escorted the six armored trucks in 
which the bank's valuables were 
moved, Policemen lined the route, 
forming an alley for the. trucks. Six 
mounted policemen and four. motor- 
cycle patrolmen cleared the way for 
the entourage. 

Two detective bureau squads armed 
with machine guns roved nearby and 
a dozen foot patrolmen mingled with 
the sidewalk throngs. Forty private 
guards of the Brinks Express com- 
pany, each armed with a machine 
gun, accompanied the trucks and stood 
guard at either end of the route. Ten 
operatives of the Pinkerton Protective 
patrol also guard the funds. 


The transfer was effected with a 
minimum of commotion and few of 
the thousands of hurrying pedestrians 
were aware that they were within 
gunshot of enough money and secur- 
ities to make 200 millionaires.

Expect New Gold Boost. 
Today's halt in the. rising gold price 
was the fourth since the gold program 
started. Official predictions: were that 
it would not be of great duration, 
since the understanding Is that the 
President wants a sixty cent dollar at 
least. To achieve this the gold price 
would have to go to $34.45 an ounce. 
The dollar depreciation, however, may 
not be pushed heavily until the treas- 
ury completes the refinancing, which 
it will announce next week, of 727

short term loans against good col- 
lateral. 

“The commercial bank cannot safe- 
ly make loans to a borrower who lacks 
capital of his own or camnot safely 
make loans to a borrower who cannot 
in the normal course of his business 
repay the loan within a reasonable 
period of time.”

Inasmuch as congress seemed to 
have a similar idea in enacting the 
banking act of 1923, it’ seems likely 
that the commercial bank of the fu- 
ture will, be kept more strictly within 
the confines of commercial banking 
with its funds invested in liquid short 
term loans, able to meet any demands 
the depositors may make in times of 
stress. 

How unlike this was the bank of 
the ‘twenties! 

In the period from 1923 through 
1929 the commercial loans of banks 
in the United States increased Only 
about 8.1 per cent per year. This 
was just about as inet as industeta! 
production increased. ’ 

The big inflation of bani credit oc- 
curred in the securitiés.. business. 
Loans secured by stocks and bonds 
during this same period grew five 
times as fast as commercial loans, or 
at the rate of 16% per cent per year.

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The Policyholders’ Dilemma. | 

Reéceivership for a number of life 
insurance companies during the last | 
year: has brought hundreds of thou- | 
sands. of policyholders face to face 
with’ problems to which they don’t | 
know the answers. 

Up to a year or so ago failures of 
life insurance companies were wn- 
known. It was the proud boast of the 
life instrance business that no policy- 
holder in a legal reserve life insur- 
ance company had ever lost a dime. 

There had been a few minor trouble 
spots but other companies had stepped 
in and taken over these situations in 
order to keep the good name of life 
insurance unsullied. 

During the depression, however, a 
number of important legal reserve 
companies have gone into receiver- 
ship, notably Security Life of North 
America, Illinois Life, Missouri State 
Life and, more recently, National Life 
of the United States of America, and 
Peoria Life. 

The first question in the policyhold- 
er’s ind when he hears that his com- 
pany has been placed in a receiver's 
hands is: “Shall I continue to make 
payments on my policy?” Many peo- 
ple have written to the Investors’ 
Guide asking just that question. 

Usually the advice of this depart- 
ment has been in the affirmative. 

In the case of a very young policy- 
holder who has been in the company 
only a short time and who has com- 
paratively little at stake there may be 
some question about the advisability 
of continuing with 2 company in re- 
ceivership, 

The decision is very important, how- 
ever, for the policyholder who has 
several years of payments behind him, 
especially if there is any question 
about his ability to get new insurance. 

The experience has been that when 
a life insurance company emerges 
from receivership or when its business 
is reinsured by anuther company yprc- 
vision has been made for the pay 
ment of death claims in full.. Usually 
liens are placed upon the policics, 
hut these liens do not affect payment 
ox aeath claims, although some small 
deduction may be made to cover in- 
terest on the lien.

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CANADIANS BUY 
RAW COTTON, CUT 
MADE PRODUCTS 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 2.—()— 
The department of commerce reported 
today that Canada is buying more 
American raw cotton and curtailing 
its imports from the United States of 
cotton manufacturers. 

During the first nine months of 1933 
Canada’s imports of American cotton 
totaled 209,486 bales, valued. at $9,483,- 
000, compared with 192,709 bales, 
valued at $7,267,096 in the correspond- 
ing period of last year. Imports in 
September, 1933, were 75 per cent 
greater than in the cerresponding 
month of 1932. Receipts of American 
cotton products have been cut in half, 
the value of September receipts being 
$188,258, against $369,445 for Septem- 
ber, 1932. 

The department said this develop- 
ment was due to the tariff protection 
accorded Canadian mills by way of ad- 
vanced values for duty on some cot- 
ton fabrics; an increase in the volume 
of such imports from British sources 
resulting from lower British preferen- 
tial rates under the Ottawa agreée- 
ments of a year ago; installation in 
Canada of branch plants of United 
States mills, and to increased Amer- 
ican prices, which have not been bal- 
anced by the higher exchange value of 
the Canadian dollar. 


JAPAN WINNING 
TEXTILE TRADE 
IN PHILIPPINES 


MANILA, P, L., Dee: 2.—(4)—Ameri- 
can importers asked officials to report 
to Washington today that customs fig- 
ures showed Japanese textiles are 
threatening to dominate the . Philip- 
pine market. 

October figures, the latest available, 
showed American textiles comprised 54 
per cent of the total and Japanese 36 
per cent, whereas in May American 
imports comprised 85 per cent. and 
the Japanese 8. 

The primary explanation .made by 
importers was t!.e ending of the Chi- 
nese boycott, which was effected in the 
Philippines through Chinese bankers. 
Other reasons given for the shifting 
balance were higher American prices 
and the closing of India’s markets to 
Japanese textiles. |

The Chicago Association of .Com- 
merce sees the action of the Pennsyl- 
vania, Erie and Grand Trunk, rail- 
roads in starting store door pick-up 
and delivery freight service as the 
first real step in giving local commer- 
celal interests complete transportation 
facilities, | 

The association, which has been ne- 
gotiating with the railroads for a year 
to install this service, remarks that 
t..2 real extent of its value will be 
recognized only after definite éxperi- 
ment. Until now the store door pick- 
up and delivery operations have been 
conducted primarily by private motor 
vehicles and by rail carriers in limited 
areas. | 

“Tf rail carriers desire to keep step 
with progress and furnish the ship- 
ping public with a complete trans- 
portation service, the establishment of 
store door pick-up and delivery serv- 
ice in addition to the present station 
to station service is necessary,” 4a 
spokesman for the association said 
yesterday. 


Urges Extension of Service. 

“The action taken by the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad and others is a step 
in the right direction and should be 
encouraged and extended by other 
railroad systems. This will do more 
to retain traffic to rail lines than any 
other one individual step that could 
be taken by the rail lines. 

“Under the new local systems and 
according to tariffs published by the 
coliperating carriers, free store door 
pickup and delivery service will be 
available within a radius of 260 miles. 
For distances beyond 260 miles a grad- 
uated charge will be made until the 
360 mile radius is reached. In the 
latter classification the charges for 
pick-up and delivery service will be 
6 cents for each service and 12 cents 
for both services.” 

While the western roads have not 
yet announced plans for the installa- 
tion of similar services here, it is 
known that this phase of railroad 
service forms a part of the studies of 
the Chicago terminal situation under 
the direction of Joseph B. Eastman, 
federal rail codrdinator, 


Can Effect Terminal Economies. 

Proponents of the service point out 
that it forms one way in which rail- 
roads could effect economies at their 
terminals, giving them an opportuni- 
ty for dispensing with costly freight 
stations on expensive downtown real 
estate. They assert that freight conld 
be assembled at outlying yards on 
cheap real estate whence it could be 
sent to any part of the city by truck. 

Some railroad executives recently 
have expressed themselves as favor- 
ing the store door delivery in which 
use is made of local trucking and 
cartage concerns to obviate the ne- 
cessity for investment of trucks and 
equipment.

For reasons that are hot ‘entirely 
explainable, Roosevelt road between 
Geneva, Ill., and Chicago seems to be 
a favorite route of reckless, careless, 
and slovenly drivers:

Des Plaines will have a municipally 
owned water plant if negotiations for 
the purchase of the well from. which it 
now draws its supply are completed. 
This was announced by Mayor George 
W. Kinder, who revealed also that 
the city has made formal application 
for a loan of $102,500 from the public 


works admi on for construction 
of a reservoir and a water softening 
plant, 


Approval of the loan application, it 
was explained, is contingent on the 
success of efforts to purchase the well 
owned by William H. Cater, who has 
@ contract with the city to supply its 
water. The application was. filed 
Wednesday by Kenneth Meyer, city 
attorney, and a hearing is scheduled 
for Tuesday before Carter H. Harri- 
son, civic works administrator for 
Illinois. 

Plan $165,000 Bond Issue. 

According to present plans $165,000 
in water revenue bonds would be is- 
sued, of which $70,000, bearing 4 per 
cent interest, would be sold to the 
government, and retired over a long 
term period. Under the terms of the 
public works act, 30 per cent of the 
federal loan, or the remaining $20,000 
would be an outright grant. 

None of. the public works funds 
would be applicable to the purchase 
of the Cater well, it was explained. 
The latter would be financed by the 
remainder of the water bonds, for 
which a purchaser has already been 
found, it was said. These bonds would 
bear six per cent interest. The price 
at which the city is negotiating to buy 
the well is reported to be $93,500. 


The city will be required to show at 
the hearing Tuesday on its federal loan 
application that its water revenue 
would be sufficient to take care of in- 
terest and principal on the bonds as- 
sumed by the government,.or in other 
words show that the water depart- 
ment is self supporting... In this re- 
spect the figures speak for themselves, 
the city contends. The gross receipts 
of the water department last year 
were $42,426, of which $12,904 was 
paid to Cater for rental of the well, 
while another $8,000 went for power. 
costs. The department’s net revenue, 
after all bills, was $2,000. 

With the well owned by the city the 
$12,000 rental figure would be wiped 
out, and by the construction of a 
reservoir material savings would be 
effected in power costs, thus leaving 
the department sufficient net revenue 
to meet interest payments and prin- 
cipal retirement on its bond issue, #& 
is claimed, 

Pian to Provide Reserve, 

The construction of a reservoir, t& 
is pointed out, would make it possible 
to build up @ sufficient water reserve 
for the city’s daily needs, making it 
necessary to operate the pumping sta- 
tidn only about 12 hours a day instead 
of 24, as at present. 

This would result in a substantial 
reduction in power costs, which would 
be reflected in increased net revenue 
for the water department. The plans 
call for a ground level reservoir. A 
water softening plant also would be 
constructed.

The Chanukah festival, or the “ feast 
of light,” takes its name from Chanua, 
the mother of Judas Maccabeus. who 
led the Hebrew revolt against the 
Syrians from 176 to 164 B. C. After 
a decisive battle with the forces cap- 
tained by Lysias of Antioch, the He- 
brew army came once more in posses. 
sion of its temples and altars, wrecked 
and profaned by the Syrian itnvadera. 


Decrees 8 Day Holiday. 


When the holy properties once 
more had been set up in their proper 
places and the temples purified, Judas 
decreed a sacred holiday to last eight 
days from the 25th day of Kislev, the 
ninth month of the Hebrew calendar. 

There is a Jewish legend that when 
the victorious Judas entered the 
wrecked temple he found a candle 
burning, which burned miraculously 
for seven days. It is from this legend 


as the “feast of light.”. Orthodox 
families burn eight candles in the 
home throughout the period of the 
festival.

George Cohan

OU can now go around the world 

in 67 days, including 24 night 

stopovers and seven full days 

at Hongkong, and, except for 

the trip across the Pacific, you can 

do it all by air. Even the Pacific will 

be conquered by the flyers if plans 
recently announced are carried out. 

The actual transit time for the 

27,311 mile trip is only 38 days, of 


‘which 15 are spent in the air and the 


other 23 aboard a steamer. The 
average speed for the aérial journey 
of 20,464 miles is 100 miles an hour. 

Seattle is the starting point. The 
schedule calls for stops at San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Dallas, Atlanta, 
and Miami, and then flights over the 
sea to Port au Prince, Haiti; San 
Juan, Porto Rico; Port of Spain, Trini- 
dad, and Pernambuco, Brazil. 

At Pernambuco the passengers 
board the Graf Zeppelin, operating in 
trans-Atlantic service to Se- 
ville, Spain. From Seville the trip is 
resumed by airplane to Marseilles;

for Sterilization. 


There are between 4,000 and 6,000 
family groups in the United Kingdom, 
which are known to the authorities 
as physically and mentally defective. 

If the authorities were given the 
power of compulsory sterilization, they 
could quickly shut off the poisonous 
stream of degeneracy which these 
4,000 or more family groups pour 
into the nation’s veins. 

That, in a nutshell, is the case for 

compulsory sterilization of the unfit 
which is now agitating medical cir- 
cles and will shortly agitate other 
circles when the report of the govern- 
ment committee on sterilization comes 
out. 
_-In large measure these 4,000 to 
6,000 family groups tend to keep 
down their own numbers by marry- 
ing only within the group, but the re- 
formers assert that there is just 
enough infusion of strong blood from 
time to time to increase their num- 
bers.

Germany is bursting at the seams, 

The almanacs can be manipulated into revealing that in an area not as 
great. as that of Illinois, Ohio, lowa, and Indiana there live 65,000,000 Ger- 
mans—more than half as many as there are Ameficans in all the forty-eight 
states. Few tourists go to the Ruhr, certainly the most terrifyingly beautiful 
of all the great industrial regions of the world, But there they would find 
out something else—that the mechanical beehive that is Germany is suffering 
fot from mere depression, but from a fault deep down in the works. And 
they would have clews a-plenty to explain this most hair-raising development 
Germany casting off democracy and begging for her chains again.

© Romans may have been the first, but the French were the last to garrison 
Colonial troops on the Rhine. It has not been forgotten. 

France dreamed of establishing a Rhineland republic, splitting off all of 

the left bank of the Rhine from Bismarck’s empire. They plotted; and that 

“is how it happens that there are other tombs along the Rhine that could be 
tallied the tombs of French hopes. They are, some of them, in Speyer, where 
one night boys swam the river from Heidelberg across the way, burst into a 
hotel dining room, and shot up five customers. These five happened to be 
Herr Heinz, provisional president of the “autonomous Palatinate” that was 
to have been part of the Rhineland republic, and his cabinet.

He helped to raise and equip Union regi- 
ments in the Civil war, drafted a bill to establish 
“allotment commissions,’ and was appointed; by 
President Lincoln as one of the New York com- 
missioners, Under President Hays he was ap- 
pointed collector*of the port of New York. He 
was one of the founders of the Union League ‘club; 
of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, of the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History, and of the Ortho- 
pedic hospital. His marriage, tod, was important 
as a means of bringing into the Roosevelt family 
another strain of potent outside blood. For Theo- 
dore the elder’s wife was Martha Bulloch, daughter 
of James Stephens Bulloch of Georgia, descetidant 
of that Archibald Bulloch who was a member’ of 
the Continental congress, president and command- 
er-in-chief of the colony of Georgia, and signer of 
the Georgia constitution. 

T,'R.’s fame needs no embellishinent here. It is 
apt, however, to recall that he was the first of the 
five members of the Roosevelt family to hold the 
ofhice of assistant secretary of the navy.

His upbringing emphasized family and good breed- 
ing. But instead of succumbing to his environment 
and heritage he reacted to them. He has stepped 
beyond being merely aristocratic. 

Also proud of her family, but even more demo- 
cratic is Mrs. Roosevelt. Prior to Nov. 8, 1932, 
the D. A, R. had net been interested in the liberal 
wife of the governor of New York, and the senti- 
ment had been heartily. reciprocated. But. Mrs. 
Roosevelt was finally persuaded to join. Research, 
thereafter, provided her with no fewer than fourteen 
revolutionary aneestors on the strength of whom 
she was eligible for membership. On her mother’s 
she is descended from the famous Livingston 
family, most noted member of which perhaps, was 
Chancellor Robert R. Livingston, one of the authors 
of the Declaration of Independence. 

It was in her recent book, “It’s Up to the 
Women,” that Mrs. Roosevelt had this to say of 
the influence which a family can exercise: 

“Tl am sure that that spirit (the clan spirit) is 
an essential thing to foster in.this country just 
as much as in Scotland. | 

“A family which clings together can become 
a great force, not only in a comménity but in 
a country. We have seen it over and over again 
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in our early days. The 
Adamses stand out 
in New. England as 
being an essential part 
in the making of the 
traditions of their 
state. One individual 
Adams would amount 
to very little, but all 
of them together .car- 
ried weight and much 
influence,

Certainly he had early the’determiination'to reach 
the White House. Those who'know’' his’ mind credit 
him with a fatalistic streak. The/story ‘that’ he 
predicted several years ago’that he would'be-ready 
for the. presidency. in 1932,. is probably untrue ; 


what is probably more accurate is that he estimatéd ° 


that he might have a-chance :in “1936, but ‘was 
pushed ahead of schedule when Al‘Smith persuaded 
him to run for the New York governorship’ in 1928. 

It was eight years before that, in 1920,‘ when 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt was running mate ‘to 
James M. Cox on the Democratic presidential 
ticket, that the breach between the F. D., and the 
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T. R. sides of the 
family was: really 
opened, Until then 
the F. D. side had 
been only those 
Democratic and 
distant cousins. 
But here was one 
of them campaign- 
ing up and down 
the land, seeking 
to attach again 
the title of Vice 
President to the 
name of Roose- 
velt.

Things have been patched up now—on ‘the sur- 
face.

Last 
September : Col. Theodore Jr., on his way home 
from the Philippines, traveled on the same boat 
with Franklin D. Jr., on his way home from a vaca- 
tion in Europe.

Appendicitis. may be cited as a disease, capable of killing its victim within a few 
days, which has been robbed of its terror by medical science. Yet, in spite of th 
‘act that this disease Nas been conquered, scores of persons who become afflicted 
die from it because of delay in starting proper treatment. 

The diséase is an inflammation of that part of the intestine known as the 
ippendix. Appendicitis is of bacterial origin. The mechanism of infection is 
bscure, Cxcepting that the»appendix is a vestigial organ and probably has a low 
resistance to the bactcria “which constantly flow over its intier surface, The 
gravity of the ailment arises from the fact that the infection may casily cause 
perforation of thé appendix:and a spread of the inflammation to the peritoneum, 
the serous membrane lining of the abdominal cavity. This often canses the con- 
dition known as. peritonitis, which frequently causes death,

cases, whether an attack will subside or proceed with great rapidity to a critica 
stage. That is why immediate removal of an inflamed appendix usually is consid 
ered the wisést course. The risk of an immediate operation is negligible, bu 
the success of a delayed operation is proved by medical records. to be dubious. 

The layman teo often considers abdominal pain to be merely a “ stomach- 
iche.” If such pain is caused by an inflamed appendix, the administration of a 
purgative is very dangerous, laxatives hasten the spread of infection and aggra-

its fibers. These first steps in the operation are completed quickly by the deft to be inflammatory in nature and requires immediate investigation by a physician. 

surgeon and his acsistants. Records show the mortality rate for cases operated on for peritonitis to be 
approximately 25 per cent. The mortality rate for cases in which the disease. has 
spread to the peritoneum is about 15 per cent. There have been almost no fatalities 
in cases operated on within twelve to twenty-four hours from the start of.an attack. 

Dr. John B. Murphy of the Northwestern university medical school was the first 
surgeon to operate for appendicitis as such. In the early nincties peritonitis follow 
ing appendicitis was known as “ bowel complaint.” A causative diagnosis for this 
condition was not made until a serious or fatal complication was present. 

The accompanying pictures of the appendectomy illustrate the operation for 
simple removal of the appendix. Where the condition is complicated by infection oi 
Pg oR Eas | , a the peritoneum, the surgeon must leave the wound open to allow for drainage, and

A There are twelve principal steps in performing an appendectomy. The original 
incision is made down to the muscle, directly over the location of the appendix in 
the abdomen. The external oblique layer of muscle~is split in the direction of 
its fibers. The intetnal oblique muscle then is split. Sterile towels are clipped 
to the edges of the wound to protect it from infection. The thin lining of the 
abdominal cavity is brought into view. Now the cecum, or first part of the 
large bowel, from which the appendix springs, is brought into the wound. The 
blood supply is tied off, and the appendix is cut away between two clamps. The 
stump of the appendix is inverted, and a purse string suture is drawn taut about 
it and tied. As the tying is completed a smooth surface is left which precludes 
the formation of adhesions. The bowel is dropped back and the lining of the 
abdominal cavity is closed.: The muscle fibers agaim are brought together, Th: 
outer part of the wound is brought together and closed. 9 

Appendicitis is cited as only one disease which need never be deadly if proper 
preventive measures are taken in time. Physicians today are trying harder thar 
ever before to din into public consciousness the vital truth of the old cliche 
‘An ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure.” As one result of this campaign. 
hundreds of persons who until recently considered going to a hospital as patients 
only as a last resort, on account of a grave illness, now spend a few days in such 
institutions periodically. The sole purpose of stich visits is to have a general physical 
check-up. Physical conditions which might lead to the development of serious ail 
nents thus are discovered frequently, It is obvious that a physician’ can eradicat: 
an incipient malady more efficiently than one which has had time to develop. 

One hears considerable discussion, and not a little criticism, of the failur: 
{ medical scientists to find an easy, quick cure for cancer, tuberculosis, and othe: 
courges which, as yet, the doctors have not completely conquered. There ts ne 
infallible cure for many of the diseases which afflict mankind. Yet most of them 
including cancer and tuberctlosis, can be cured if proper treatment is beg 
soon enough. In spite of these facts, proved daily by doctors everywhere, prais: 
for the achievements ‘of medical science is not so willingly given as is blam: 
for its failures. ‘The miracles of modern surgery and the other branches of th 
science seemingly are commonplace to the public. The layman 1s disposed te 
: | take the benefita of medical knowledge and» skill for granted. It ts probable 
\\ , that many person’ are careless of health partly because they believe, blindly 
that if anything hampers or cripples their physical well being, a good doctor
